HOW ‘‘PROTECTION” WORKS. 

Senator Beck, who has made the subject 
of revenue reform and protection a special 
study for many years, gave in a recent 
speech the following apt illustration of the 
working of that beautiful system: 

Assume that a Louisville or Cincinnati 
merchant or large Western farmer ships a car- 
go of wheat to Liverpool; it is worth in that 
market $100,000; he meets there a ship from 
some port on the Mediterranean with which 
England has free trade,laden with a cargo pre- 
cisely similar to his own; he must sell in sharp 
competition with the European. No Ameri- 
can tariff helps him there. The Englishman 
puts his hand into the bags of each, 
and, finding them alike, pays the 
same price for each. The European 
pauper gets as much as the highly protected 
American, indeed has a decided preference 
over him. Why? Because he is willing to take 
in exchange what the Englishman has to sell, 
and the American can not. All trade is bar- 
ter. People must sell in order to be able to 
buy. Both owners of cargoes of wheat need 
and must have equal supplies to carry on their 
operations for another year; each needs 
machinery, clothing and other things, and 
each is offered all he wants for 560, 000. 
The European buys or takes in exchange sixty 
thousand dollars’ worth of English products, 
loads his ship, and returns home to prepare 
for competition with the American in the Liv- 
erpool wheat market next year, and, mark 
you, he brings his wheat and takes back his 
supplies in his own or his country’s ship,and 
has the profits both ways to spend at home, 
while the American has to pay freights to a 
foreign ship at such rates as combinations of 
foreign ship-owners may demand, as neither 
he ner bis countrymen can afford to build, 
and are not permitted to buy 
ships to carry their produce to foreign mar- 
kets. I said the American could not buy in 
Liverpool what he needed, though anxious to 
do so, at $60,000. Why? Because he would 
have to pay $40,000 more at the New York 
Custom-house before he could land his goods 
in bis own country. He could buy the same 
goods in New England for $90,000, as the 
protected American manufacturer takes care 
to fix the price of his products lower than 
the foreign priee with the tariff tax added. 
What is the result? The ship that carried 
the wheat of the American returned 
back empty so far as he was conecrned. The 
Government of the United States received no

Nobody is benefited by 
the tariff-protected monopolist, and he does 
not pay one cent more to support the Govern- 
ment because of the gains he has made by the 
monopoly Congress has given him than his 
coachman does. Indeed, he may invest his 
profits in United States bonds and escape all 
taxation, Federal, State and municipal. That 
isa plain illustration of the present system;

Price’s Hill, a distance of four 
miles and a half, for sixty consecutive morn- 
ings during the cold weather of last winter, he 
never missedacar. It is another rule of the 
company that, when hot on duty, a driver 
shall not ride on a car without paying, regular 
fare. This rule and his poverty necessitated 
roung Rapp walking home every night after 
— his car. This made him a daily walk 
of this 
to the _ fifteen that car-drivers 
are rejuired to work each day. 
Standing on a car platform for fifteen 
hours a day, scantily clothed, perhaps hun- 
gry, walking to and from his work through 
the bitter weather, the suffering of this young 
man must have been intense. Through it all 
the comfort of his father and mother was up- 
permost in his mind, and for two months he 
never spent a single cent of his wages for him- 
self. Car drivers receive their pay every 
evening, and every night he earried his little 
pittance home and gave it to his mother, even 
to the last cent. From St. Rose Church yes- 
terday his remains were borne to the grave, 
followed by a little band of friends and neigh- 
bors. The lamentations of his aged mother 
touched every heart, and surely a mother 
never wept for a nobler son.

An Evening at His Palace A 
Brilliant Assemblage. 


Louis Blanc’s First Visit to the Elysee The 
Prince Napoleon and the Princess Beatrice. 


[Mom the New York Tribune. ] 

PARIS, February 28.—The Bourse scandals, 
which were last night the topic of conversa- 
tion at M. Grevy’s reception, are used as an 
argument against Republicanism by those who 
see in the foolish letters of Prince Louis Na- 
poleon an event of European importance. To 
this, lanswer the causes of the scandal are to 
a certain extent a survival of Bonapartism. 
Agio raged under the Empire to an 


* 


extent unknown in previous reigns. ‘Every 
one aboutthe Court gambled at the Bourse 
with marked cards. Eugenie bought waste 
ground, dirty old streets, and then requested 
Baron Haussmann torun avenues through 
them. Dubochet gave 30,000 shares of the 
United Gas Companies to her and her ladies 
to allow the combination to be accomplished; 


and to avenge himself supplied funds to opno- 
sition journals toward the close of her reign. 
De Morny boasted of leading the Bourse as 
Strauss did his musical band. He and Per- 
signy and the more respectable Achille Fould, 
‘‘beared’’ and ‘‘bulled’’ with an ef- 
frontery which might have drawn blushes to 
the cheeks of Robert Macaire. The only dif- 
ference between them and the Bourse rig- 
gers, who have compromised two Cabinet 
Ministers, was that the favorites of the Empe- 
ror operated in the dark and were sure of im- 
munity, andthat the servants of the Republic 
had to make their haul under a very fierce 
light, and when they were 
found out the Lanterne was free 
to expose them as it exposed the ini- 
quities of the Prefecture of Police. It made 
a full and telling use of its freedom: hence the 
scandal, which, instead of being a reproach 
to the form of government under which 
we live, isan evidenee of the great progress 
France has made since she rid herself of the 
Empire. 

M. Grevy's reception was very numerously 
attended, and 1 may venture to affirm that I 
never saw a more brilliant company in the 
Palace of the Elysee. The President stood in 
the saloon which was given over to the aides- 
de-camp under the monarchy and empire for 
every one who chose to enter to shake hands 
with him. There was not a small shopkeeper 
in Paris who might not have entered. The 
fact that scarcely any one attended who was 
not in some way entitled to pay his re- 
spects tothe Chief of the Executive speaks 
volumes in favor of Parisian tact and honest 
pride. In great cities this delicacy of feeling 
renders republican institutions possible. 1 
wonder what would happen were Queen Vic- 
toria sleeping in the Windsor mausoleum, 
her family exiled, a British Republic pro- 
claimed, and John Bright receiving with 
White House simplicity at Buckingham 
Palace! It appears to me that his company 
would, if the doors were thrown wide open, 
soon degenerate into a swell mob, and that he 
would soon be under the necessity of an- 
nouncing officially that nobody would be ad- 
mitted to his levees who had not been formal- 
ly presented. M. Grevy has a right to wear 
the grand cordon of the Legion of Honor: 
there was not last night the sign of a ribbon 
of any kind on his breast. Madame and Mlle. 
Grevy assisted him in doing the honors of the 
Elvsee, ‘hey remained in the Beauvais Sa- 
lon, so called from the tapestries on the chairs 
and sofas. Ladies in brilliant toilets were 
seated round them. Mme. Grey is a sad, com- 
monplace, elderly lady. She talks fluently, 
but there is very little in what she says. Her 
face not one easy. to remember; for, 
apart from an expression of weariness 
and melancholy, it has little character. 
In studying her from a window-embrasure, 
where I took up a post of observation, I 
thought of Mrs. Chick’s—‘‘Poor, dear Fanny 
could never make an effort’’—in **Dombey 
and Son.“ She tells her friends that she does 
not feel at home inthe sumptuous palace in 
which the nation has lodged her, and I believe 
her to be sincere.

A Runner of the Olden Time. 
[From the Albany Argus. 

The present interest in pedestrianism. man- 
ifested by the gathering of throngs of people 
to witness walking and running matches, was 
equally great in the early part of the century, 
but was then excited by the wonderful and 
almost incredible performances of one man. 
This was Mensen Ernst, born in Bergen, Nor- 
way, on October 19, 1799. He was the son of 
a sea captain, and when still a 
boy entered the English Navy. Although 
his powers as a runner were displayed even 
in his boyhood, he made three voyages to the 
East Indies, and had completed a three years’ 
cruise on the frigate Caledonian, before he 
made a public exhibitionofthem, which he 
first did by running a race in London. when 
nineteen years old. Though up to this time he 
had had no training,and had even lacked a pe- 
destrian’s ordinary opportunities for muscu- 
lar development, he was fumed throughout 
the navy as arunner, and wonderful stories 
as to his extraordinary powers 
circulated among all branches of the service. 
At last a heayy sum of money was wagered by 
the ofticers of his ship that Mensen would run 
from London to Portsmouth, a distance of 
seventy-three miles, in less than ten hours. 
The feat was attempted and accomplished, the 
distance being covered by the young sailor in 
exactly nine hours. Shortly afterwards he 
ran from London fo Liverpool, a distance of 
150 miles, in thirty-two hours. Although thus 
successful asa runner Mensen did not quit 
the sea until after having distinguished him- 
self by bravery in the battle of Navarine, 
fought October 20, 1827. Soon after that date 
he became a professional runner, and, after 
winning a number of lesser matches, was in- 
duced to undertake the great feat of running 
from Paris to Moscow. He started from the 
Place Vendome at 4 o’cleck in the afternoon 
of June 11, 1831, and entered the Kremlin at 
10 O clock a. m. of June 25, having accom- 
plished the distance, 1,760 miles, in 13 days 
and 18 hours. . 

This feat created a decided sensation 
throughout Europe, and the employment of 
Mensen as a courier extraordinary by kings 
and princes became a popular amusement in 
European courts. He ran from country to 
ccuntry and from court to court, bearing mes- 
sages of congratulation, condolence, or dis- 
patches of greater importance, and whenever 
matched against the regular mounted couriers 
easily succeeded in beating them. He always 
carried with him a map, a compass, 
and as many biscuits and ounces of 
raspberry syrup as there were to be days oecu- 
pied on the journey. In winter he took with 
him a pair of long, slender Norwegian snow 
shoes, and in traveling he dlways chose the 
most direct line, turning out neither for

and thus determine them. 

Prince Puckler Muskan, 
traveled extensively in Egypt, and had made 
several unsnteeessful attempts to penetrate the 
headwaters of the Nile, offered to defray al! 
expenses and reward Mensen handsomely if 
he would undertake the trip. The indefati- 
cable runner consented to the attempt, and 
on May 11, 1842, set eut from Muskan, in 
Silesia, and ran to Jerusalem, where he had 
some business to attend to. ‘Thence he contin- 
ued his way to Cairo and up the western bank 
of the Nile, through Lower and Middle and 
into Upper Egypt. 
village of Svane, he was seenon the morn- 
ing of January 22, 1843, to stop and rest, 
leaning against a palm tree, with his face cev- 
ered by a bandkerehief. He rested so long 
that some persons tried to wake him, but they 
tried in vain, for he was dead. lle was 
buried at the foot of the tree, and it was years 
before his friends in Europe Knew what fate 
had befallen him.
